N the*© modern days we put the 
eyes to task calling for a high 
degree of muscular and nerv­ 
ous effort. People go on without 
ever thinking of giving the eyes a 
rest, even for a brief interval. This 
is a mistake. 
Employers of labor sometimes 
neglect to provide 
proper 
condi­ 
tions to guard the eye comfort of 
their employes. Those precautions 
if taken, prevent w ear and tear of 
the eyes, organs essential to best 
efforts on the Job. 
And on the other hand, many 
workmen are 
perfectly 
rockless 
with their eyes. 
Only too 
often 
symptoms of eye defect develop, 
and then if they are neglected se­ 
rious damage to th e vision is sure 
to result. 
Th© organ of vision is such a 
delicate structure that when the 
vision is once lowered it can rare­ 
ly be restored. 
This distressing 
effect may h© from anyone of

num ber of different causes.
